CBAKDLER FOB FKEE COINAGE. 


Senator Chandler of New Hampshire, 


though be supported MeKinley for 
President, was not an enthusiastic ad- 
vocate of Hannaism. He was in favor 
of bimetallism before the St. Louis Re- 
publican convention declared aguinst 
it, and though he voted for the single 
gold standard against the principles 
which he ennunciated in the Senate, he 
is again, now that the election is over, 
speaking for the doable standard.

The 
Sew York Congressional delegation is 
opposed to the Senate bill-providing 
for an international monetary confer- 
ence, and admit that they arei not in 
favor of carrying out the Republican 
platform so for as it relates to bimetal- 
lism by international agreement. The1 


friends " of bimetallism in the House 
fear that the enemies of flilver will talk 
the Senate bill to death and that noth- 
ing for the benefit of the general pub- 
lic will result from the measure, 


At best, if the bill passes, all that can 


bo expected is a conference similar to 
that 
heretofore held at Brussels. 


England, being a creditor nation, wants 
every debt paid exclusively ia gold. It 
is purchasing wheat, cotton and other 


. commodities, which it must have, at 


much lower prices than it could hope 
'to buy them if silver was restored. 
Last year it houtjht $60,000,000 worth of 
silver bullion in the United States at 
less than 65 cents an ounce and con- 
verted it into coins which are worth 
$133 an ounce. With these advantages 
in its favor it will cling to the single 
gold standard and compel the United

Articles of Incorporation. Filed. 


Articles of incorporation»were filed 


to-day of the Nevada Telephone and 
Telegraph Construction Company. The 
incorborators are F. B. Porter, G. B. 
McFarlin and M. G. Lake. The pur- 
poses of the company are to construct, 
maintain, operate, buy, sell or lease 
telephones, telephone lines and tele- 
graph lines in Nevada and California, 
to transmit messages or grant the use 
of its lines or instruments for hire. 
The principal place of business is Reno, 
Nev. The company will, as soon as the 
weather permits, construct a line from 
Reno to Washes, anij connect there 
with the Alpine Telegraph & Telephone 
Company, now running from Carsoii to 
Genoa and Gardnerville, and in a short 
time will be able to either sell or rant 
telephones in Reno and elsewhere at a 
reasonable .rate. The central station 
will be established in a few days, and 
the work of setting poles and stringing 
wires will then commence. 


Carson people are satisfied with the 
arrangement, and the tramps have no 
recourse and are only too willing to be 
set at liberty, no legal obstacle is in- 
terposed to prevent the authorities! 
from carrying out the program. The 
Virginia & Trnckee Railroad> Company, 
it is believed, treats the tramps as it 
does the members of the Legislature— 
that is, furnishes them with free trans- { 
portatlon opt of Ormshy county, where 
it pays taxes, and considerately dumps 
them in Washoe county, where it has 
paid no taxes for two years. 
. What redress, if any, has Wasboe 
county, in cases of this character? 
Will it be construed as obstructing in- 
terstate or intercounty commerce, and 
result in calling out the State militia 
and Federal troops if Washoe resents 
and refuses to let Carson unload its 
vagrants in this county? If the Cen- 
tral Pacific officials are as obliging as 
the Virginia & Truckee people, and will 
take the tramps over the mountains 
into California free of charge, the peo- 
ple of Reno would be put to no greater 
expense than furnishing the living 
freight with a meal or two while in 
transit, but it is probable they would 
not furnish cars for the purpose, and 
Reno must provide for and protect 
itself from this undesirable and impe- 
cunious Carson crowd. 


The Legislature might devote one of 


its spare Saturdays to the passage of j 
an act prohibiting under penalty any j 
railroad company from transporting 
free any person from one county to an- 
other within the State of Nevada, but 
as that would affect the legislators as 
well as tHe tramps it is not probable 
that such a bill will be introduced.

A CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTION. 


A concurrent resolution is before the 


Senate to provide for submitting the 
question of holding of a constitutional 
convention to the qualified electors of 
the State at the next general election. 
It was introduced by Skaggs of Elko, 
and it declares that it is necessary to 
revise the constitution of the State. 


In 1890 the question of holding a 


constitutional convention was submit- 
ted to the people. Though it was op- 
posed by. corporations, a majority of 
the electors voted in its favor. The 
will of the people was defeated by the 
refusal of the State Board of Canvass- 
ers to declare the result and the failure 
of the Legislature to provide for doing 
what the board refused to do. 


Though it is generally admitted that 


a revision of the constitution is essen- 
tial to the existence of the State under 
the present mining depression, the ex- 
pense deters the people from demand- 
ing that soqh a convention be held. 
The constitution requires that the 
number of numbers elected to a consti- 
tutional convention shall not be lees 
than that of both branches of the Leg- 
islature. At present that number is 45.

A heavy snow storm prevailed a^ol

Restrictlonn Imposed by> the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, 


Governor Sadler has received a pam- 


phlet from the Department;.6f Agricul- 
ture relating to the restriction's' on.cat- 
tle transportation in accordance with 
section 7 of an -act' of Congress ap- 
proved May 29, 1884. -The department 
states that a contagious and infectious 
disease known as splenetic or South- 
ern fever exists among cattle in all of 
California, and from the I5th day of, 
February to the 15tn day of November 
no,cattle are to be transported from 
the interdicted area except by "jail,for 
immediate slaughter, and when- so 
transported the following regulations 
must be observed:

1.. Wben any cattle in coarse of» 


transportation from said 
loaded above, north,, ;ensf;. 
this line to be fed or watered, the 
places where said cattle are to be fed or 
watered shall bejsat apart and no Other 
cattle are to be admitted thereto.

points of destination, pens, sufficiently 
isolated, shall be sefc upart to receive 
them, and no other cattle shall'be ad- 
mitted to said pens; an5 the regula- 
tions relating to the movement of cat- 
tle from said area, prescribed by the 
sanitary officers of the State where un-, 
loaded, shall bo carefully observed. 
Tho cars that have caiirisd said stock 
shall be cleansed and disinl'ectfd as 
30on as possible after unloading aiid 
before they are again used to trans- 
port, store or shelter animals or mer- 
oh-mdige. 


3. All cars carrying cattle from said
